may apparently ſee and underſtand by 
thoſe Mountains that do perpetually 
flame and burn without ceflation, gi- 
ving a terrible proſpect, and yearly caſt- 
ing yp vaſt quantities of Brimſtone, 
pumiſtone, and other burnt Ruff like 
char of a Smiths Forge,which the earch 
works and caſts up of it ſelfe, through 
ſuch open hiatas or holes, by the heat 
and force of the ſubterraneous fire, | 
where the ſaid fire. hath (as I may ſay ) 

its breathing places. 
Such a Mountain there is in Iſia nd 
called by Coſmo graphis Mons Heckla,and 
by the Inbabitants Hecklefield: rhe ſame 
Mountain. burns continually with a 
blue brimſtone-like and moſt dreadful 
flame, caſting up, and beſtrowing the 
fields round about with ſuch great 
ons of Brimſtone, that divers 
hips, may yearly be loaden off with ir; 
and ic oft times ſtrews the Land with 
ſo many aſhes and other burut ſtuff, 
that che Countrey for the ſpace of ten 
miles round about, can yield no __ 
table 


table increaſe; and when it burns with 
greateſt vehemence ( for it burns ſome» + 
times more fiercely then others) it 
makes a terrible rumbling, like the noiſe 
of loud Thunder, and a fearful crack- 
ling and tearing, that may be heard a 
long way off by the Inhabitants, and 
ſuch as (ail by it. The fire of this ſame 
Mountain is of a ſtrange quallity and 
nature, it can burn and conſume water, 
but cannot ſet on fire or conſume Tow. 
Saxo Gramm, in pra fatione. 5 
Anno 1626. did this mountain of Heck= 
field break out with ſuch a flame, that it 
caſt terrible & unuſual pieces of ſire out, 
which flew round about, a great way, 
and burnt up many Houſes, end did ir- 
repairable miſchief to the Land: and 
according to intelligence, the aſhes of 
that fire flew about certain hundreds 
of miles : and was alſo ſeen in the Nor- 
ther moſt parts of Norway, which ſeems 
to be impoſſible: yet it is related for 
certain that it was ſo. The late Hiſto- 
riographers. do write very ſtrangely 
Ca Concerning

cerning ſuch things as do yearly hap- 
penby, and en chis nk. they - 
" (Ini Campanid hard by Neapolis there 
is alſo a burning mountain called Yeſu- 
wins, or as ſome call it, Yeſevss, which 
alſo burns continualiy without ceſſa- 
tion. This mountain hath ſeveral times 


deſtrewed the Land whereabouts with 


ſo many aſhes, that they have cover d 
the tops of the trees in the adjacent 
woods. In the time of Titus Veſpatian. 
And Fl. Domitian, the (ame. moun- 
Tain\caſt up ſuch a fire ,} that two 
Towns were burnt by it, and alſo cauſed 
- ſucha mighty and thick ſmoak, that it 
holly deprived: the Sun of its light 
Al over Itah, ſo that the day there 
Was as dark then as the darkeſt night; 
And it alſo beſtrew'd the whole Coun» 
trey with ſuch an infinite and incredi- 
ble quantity of aſhes, that it was co- 
ver d over as wich a great Snow: which 
aſhes were ſo blown and carried about 
by the winds, that they flew to Africa, 
Bappt and Syria. Munſter lib. 2. de Italia, 
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Chap.2: which i found, &c, 15 
In the 16' year of the Reign of Con- 
famine the 5. the ſaid Veſuvius did 
very — harm. Aud in the year 15 38. 
it broke out freſh again with a terrible 
and dangerous fire, and an Earthquake, 
and made a fearful deep hole in the 
earth, in plain and even ground, and 
round about the ſame hole caſt up a 
mighty deal of earth like unto a great 
mountain. Munſter ibidem. 
Pliny that great Naturaliſt, when he 
endeavouring to profound the nature of 
this burning mountain, went too neer 
the mouth of the hole in the top of it, 
vas choakt by the ſmoak and damp of 
the ſaid fire, and loſt his life. | 
In Sycillia there is alſo ſuch a Moun- 
rain called Etna which in old time was, 
and is yet much ſpoken of for its con- 
tinual caſting up of fire and brimſtone:

kindled Now the fire cannot burn 
except it have Air, or, (as we may fay) 
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thought that Therm or thoſe hot 
Baths that are found in ſeveral Coun- 
treys, muſt be certain Spiracula, or 
breathing holes, by which the ſubter- 
raneous fire doth in ſome kind get air 
unto it: and when the air, by what 
means ſoever it be, gets into the hol- 
low places in the earth where the fire 
is; Then that fire increaſeth into a 
flame and maketh burning coals, or li- 
ving Embers as it were, even in the in- 
nermoſt parts of the earth. Therefore 
it cannot be doubted, but there muſt 
needs be great and wonderful, yet na- 
tural Means, ways or paſſages; in, and 
| C 4 under 


a breathing place: And therefore it is 
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under the earth, through which the hear 
and flame of the oft named ſubterrane- 
ous fire, hath in ſeveral places its paſ- 
ſage, until it gets an open. Spiraculum or 
breathing hole through ſuch flaming 
mountains. Here it is to be noted 
that thoſe flaming mountains do not 
burn always alike out wardly, but ſome · 
times morę, and ſometimes leſſe for 
ſuch reaſons as this : When the Hiatus 
or hole which. is above in the moun- 
tain is ſtopt with any kind of ſtuff, ſo 
that the fire is ſmot hei:d and cannot 
have its free air ot breathing · place, then 
it goes ont, though not quite, but 
burns notwithſtanding below in the 
earth; and only ſends forth ſome few 
ſparkles or ſmall flame, and ſpmetimes 
nothing but only ſmoak, and a ſtinking 
burat damp ſmell aboye the earth, 
which ſheweth that the fire below in 
the earth is not dead or wholly quench- 
ed, but burns and works faintly ynder 
the earth, as long, as till either the for- 
Mer hole opens again, or it reg 
15 77 : rea 
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break through and make another Hia- 
tas, or breathing hole, and then breaks 
out afceſh again with ſo much the gre it- 
er power and vehemence, not without 
doing great miſchief and dammage 
to the adj icent places, as is afore de- 
clared. 38 

Nou from hence may any man ſuf- 
ficiently underſtand and obſerve, that 
by che power, operation, and force 
of ſuch fire, in, and under the earth, 
there mpſt needs be a boyling, work- 
ing, diſtilling, and changing of ſeveral 
Minerals and Metals: eſpecially con- 
ſidering that the Sun, with the reſt of 
the Planets, have alſo their influence, 
and do work eff-ctually under the 
earth e and this muſt needs be no ſmall . 
cauſe of great and terrible Earth- 
quakes. How Minerals and Metals are 
wrought, decocted and prepared by 
nature under the Earth, ſhall be hand- 
led in the following chapter. 
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CHAP. III. 


Concerning ſeveral Minerals, Metals, 
and falls in and under the tarth, 
aud how they are wrought and changed. 


FF Ouching Minerals which are 

wrought by nature below in the 
earth, it is according to Phyſical judge- 
ment thus, 

When any dry ſubſtance, in, and un- 
der the earth, mixeth it ſelfe with any 
wet or moiſt ſubſtance, by what means 
ſoever it hapnetb; whether by the Airs, 
Fires, or Waters paſſage under the 
earth: and the ſame mixture either by 
the powerful influence of the Planets, 
or by the heat of the oft named ſubter- 
raneous Fire and warm waters, is de- 
cocted and well boiled together: then 
there is produced a Mineral according 
to the nature of the ſubſtances which 
are mixt together. Alſo when the ſub- 
tetraneous waters in their ſeveral paſ- 
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ſages or courſes under the earth, do 
happen to cover over, ſoak or ſteep,any 
kind of mettal fo long, that they do 
contract & gather a thickneſs to them- 
ſelves from it, and become like unto 
troubled waters above the earth: and 
the ſame waters  ( afterwards) comes 
where the fire is; or the heat of the 
ſubterraneous fire doth penetrate and 
force it ſelfe through to the ſame wa- 
ters, then there is boiled of that wa- 
ter a certain moiſt ſubſtance or matter, 
which in time comes to be a hard and 
ſolid Minerll, according to the nature 
of that mettal which the waters did ſo 
cover, ſoak, or ſteep; and from which 
it had gathered its quality or thickne(s 
under the earth. Moreover, when ſuch 
thick, troubled, and changed ſubterrane- 
ous waters continue long in a place 
without motion: then that quality with 
which it is ſo thickned, mixt, or chan- 
ged, ſertles it (elf to the bottom, (as 
any thick and troubled water naturally 
dbth ) where it remains ; and when 
che 
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the water gets any kind of paſſige out, 
it runs away; and that which is left be- 
hind in the bottom is dryed and hard- 
ned by the power and influence of the 
Sun and Planets, and alſo by the ſub- 
terraneous air or heat wrought into a 
Mineral, ſuitable to the nature and 
quality of that, from whence the ſub- 
terraneous waters that are run away, 
had gathered and received its thicknels. 
And this may now be more eaſily ap- 
ehended and underſtood. by the fol- 
owing examples, 

When the waters have their cour- 
ſes and paſſage through that earth 
which is full of Copper and ſuch like 
Ore, and covers, ſoaks, or ſteeps it 
ſo long and oſten, that it becomes 
thick and muddy, and its nature 
througbly altered and changed, or in- 
fected by the quality thereof. And the 
ſame waters afterward by the heat of 
the fire, or the power and influence 
of the Planets, is boyled and diſtilled 

in the earth: then it becomes a Sent 
or 


or natural green moiſt ſubſtance, where- 
of being dryed, comes the Mineral 
called - Chryſocolla , (that is Mountain- 
green) and Kerdigreaſe. 

In like manner when the ſubterrane- 
ous waters covers over, ſoaks, or ſteeps 
pyriten æroſam & friabilem. that is a 
ruſty. Firrſtone, which is eaſily ground 
to pieces, and is called in High- Dutch 
Hs: then it becomes a bitter Saccus, 
which afterwards turns to Victril, and 
Alamen liquidum, that is Allom.s 

Likewite where the ſubterraneous 
waters, or liquid ſubſtances have their 
courſes and paſſage thorough, or into! 
Gold and Si. ver Ore: then it becomes 
Lithargyrium Aurcum & Argenteum, 
that is Licharidge of Gold and Silver. 
Nor muſt we think that all Mine- 

rals are produced in che earth after 
this manner now ſpoken of; but ſome 
after thiꝭ manner, and ſome otherwiſe, 
by the influence of the Planets and o- 
ther occult natutal cauſes, which ought 
to put us in mind of the —— 
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of God, who by nature worketh the 
rough and unſhapen earth, and earthiſh 
liquid ſubſtances, into ſuch ſeveral, very 
neceſſary, and precious Minerals and 
Mettals, for the great benefit and good 
of Mankind. 8 
And it is alſo found by experience 
that many Minerals are ſo perfectly de- 
cocted and wrought below in the earth, 
that they do afterwards ſpring up of 
ſelves thorough the Clefts and 
anies of the Rocks, like a pot that 
ſeerhs and runs over. 
As touching Mettals, they are by 
nature wrought and produced below in 
the earth, after divers ſecret and in- 
comprehenſible ways and manners, yea 
even amongſt and within che hard 
ones and mighty mountainous Rocks 
by which in like manner we have cauſe 
given to conſider the omnipotency and 
bounty of God, whereby he in ſo won- 
derfal and inconceivable a manner, 
doth change earth and ſtone into Gold, 
Silver, Iron, Copper, Tinn, Lead, — 
other 
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other very neceſſary Mettals for the 
profit and benefit of man. And as the 
Fiſn is never ſo deep in the main Sea 
and other great waters & ſtreams, but it 
is brought up for the food and ſuſtenta- 
tion of man; in like manner is Gold, 
Silver, Iron, Braſs, Tinn, Lead, &c. 
never ſo deep below in the earth, nor 
ſo hard faſtned in, and between the 
hard rocks under it; but that by the 
Almighty power of God, and the 
Art and Labour of thoſe that work in 
the Mines, it is brought up to light, 
for the uſe and great benefit of Man. 
Concerning which, Fob in his 28 chap. 
1,2 verſes, writes thus. The Silver hath 
its ſecret paſſage, and the Gold its place, 
Irox is taken ont of the earth, and Stone 
is melted into Copper. 

Such favour bath the goodneſs and 
omaipotency of God ſhewed now in 
theſe laſt rimes of the world, unto this 
Land and Kingdom of Norway, eſpeci- 
ally ſince the year :623. when that rich 
and famous Silver Mine in m_— 
an 
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Copper - Mine in Ewſter-dale, and Gut- 
brands: dale as well as the excellent Iron · 
Mine in Hedemarten, and other places, 
were found out & improved to the great 
and profitable advancement of Trade. 
And here is eſpecially to be noted; 
that Metrals are not diſcovered and 
brought to light and uſe in all places a · 
like ſocne, but ſome in one ſecu/o or 
century of years, and ſome in another: 
After two, three, or more hundred 
years time: and the ieaſon is, becauſe 
they are not ripe all alike ſoone, or per- 
fecthy wrought and prepared; as the 
fruits of Trees or Herbs of the field, 
are ſome of them ſooner, and ſome la · 
ter ripe; and that becauſe ſome Me- 

tals are ſo deep below in the earth, that 

they cannot ſo ſoon grow up, and ſhow 

themſelves above, or upon the earth; 

nor can be perfectly wrought and pre 

pared ſo ſoon as thoſe Metals that are 

placed higher up in the earth; and it 

is alſo pattly becauſe many ä 

an 
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and ſince that, time after time, the rich 
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and places that are full of Ore, and me- 
callifh ſubſtanees do yet lie ſa far from 
the Suns and Planets Courſes which 
principally werks and prepares them: 
yea even in the deepeſt and innermoſt 
places of the earth, that they cannot 
come ſo ſoon to maturity, or be diſco- 
vered and brought to uſe ſo ſoon, as 
choſe Mines that ate in the Soxthern 
Countreys, either neerer, or under the 
Suns and Planets courſes. | 
And hence it is that the Mines in 
theſe Nerthern Countreys, el _ 
here in Norway and Sweden, (whoſe 
Jans bermoſt borders lie not above 34. 
degrees from the Articł or North pole, 
but the Northermoſt reaches up to 71. 
degrees of Nejth Latitude) lying far 
from the Sun and the other Planets 
courſes and operations, have not ſo 
ſoon come to maturity, as thoſe Mines 
in the Saut h countreys, and alſo in the- 
Eaſt and Weſt Indies, which lye but 30 
or 40 degrees from the Equinoctial on 
boch fides; from whence great quan- 
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ities of Gold and Silver hath been, ind 


is now yearly brought into theſe Nor- 


ther Countreys; For the heat of the Sun, 


and the power of the Planers, by their 
preſence there, have a far greater force 
and influence in their operation, then 
they have here with us, where they ne- 
ver come ſo neer: and beſides their 
power and influence is much obſtruct- 
ed by that natural froſt and cold which 
is here ſo neer under the Pole. 

It is therefore well worth the notice, 
that when any Ore- Mine is found here 
in Norway, ſ as happens often, and in 
many places} which upon tryal is found 
to yield good and fine Metal, or Ore, 
chongh not ſo rich as to defray all 
charges; that therefore ſuch Mines 
ought not to be wholly neglected and 
ſlighted, but diligently regiſtred, and 
taken notice of, for the benefit of our 


poſterity: becauſe the Ore ſneweth 


that there is good and fine Metal pre- 
paring in that Mine; and poſſibly be- 
ing deeper ſeatcht into, would be found 
$3143. rich 
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rich enough : but if it ſhould not then 
be able to bear the charges; it is be- 
cauſe the Metal ſo found, is not yet 
ripe enough, and come to perfect ma- 
turity, which in time may be; where 
in Nature, and the Planets may do ve 
ry much in halfe a hundred, or a hun- 
dred years; ſo that what is not yet ripe 
enough, and come to full perfection in 
our time, may be more ripe, and come 
to better maturity, in pròceſſe of the 
time of our poſterity, to the great pro · 
fit, benefit, and advantage of theſe 
Kingdoms hereafter, 

Now when Metals are thoroughly 
prepared and come ro their maturity, 
and pet fection under the earth, then 
they do diſcover themſelves above the 
eatth; (like as the fruits of trees, when 
they are ripe enough, fall down of 
themſelves, ) ſhewing thereby that they 
2 1 ripe, or fit to be digged up and 
uled. 

And it is related amongſt us, that 
the rich Silver-Mine in S«»fwerd by

And it happens often, that when 
the Countrey people here, do burn the 


wood eff from ſuch great places where 


they intend to ſow Corn, that the 
farce and vehemence of the fire reach- 
es into the Rocks, and makes them 
glowing hot, and then the melred Ore 
ar Metal, runs out of their-clefrs and 
cracks, whereby they are often diſco- 
ver'd, and in time improved. | 
It isalſe to be admired how wonder. 
follynature dotffprepare and produce 
ſorts of Qre in ſtrange forms, 
and ſhapes - ſuch as arg whole pieces of 
pure Silver, or Copper, in the ſhapes 
of Men, Women, Horſes, Fowls, Fiſh» 
--FY ark Trees, and the like: 
which have been really found both in 


the'Silver and the Copper · Mines here 
in N. nen, by 
N p uc 


ſuch as are partners in the Mines, as 
miracles-of nature. 

It is likewiſe certain, that there ate 
divers Spirits found in many of the 
Ore Mines: amongſt which ſome do 
the workmen no harm at all, but other- 
wiſe wander up and down below in the 
Mines, and ſeem to imitate the Labou- 
rers in the Mine, in doing all kind of 
wotk after an Apiſſi, Antick faſhions 
ſome ſeem to hew the Ore looſe; ſome 
to fill char which is hewen, into cubs, 
and to wind it up: ſome ſeem to haſt» 
en the reſt to follow their work, and yet 
they do nothing at all, but only mock 
the Labourers in the Mines; and theſe 
are moſt frequently ſeen in thoſe Mines 
where much Ore is ſhortly after 


But ſome of theſe Spirits are ſo dan- 

gerous and pernitious in ſome places, 
chat they do deſtroy and kill the Labo- 
rers in the Mines, infeſting and expelling 
them, ſo that they are forced wholly to 
give over, and forſake the Mines, and 
0 D 3 repair 
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repair to other places, as it hapned at 
Anneberg in Elſatæ in Germany, at 3 
M ne; pit then called Corona Roſacea, or, 
Roſen Creoum. b 
And here is to be obſerred that na- 
ture doth often, yea, for the moſt part, 
mix more ſorts then one together, as 
Go 1d, Silver, and Copper; as alſo Sil- 
ver? Copper, Tion, and Lead, one with 
another; from whence this word Me- 
tal derives its name from the Greek, 
gaaſi Mer dh, the one mixt with the 
. other. 34k 226 
And moreover, beſides this, Nature 
doth: ſometimes work and produce 
Metals below: in the earth, that are 
found to be hard, tight, and ſolid: as 
if they had been caſt, or wrought with 
the hammer, but ſometi mes, and moſt 
commonly it is found growing in, and 
mixed with ſtone: ſo that the Ory 
ſtones muſt be beaten with peſtles as in 
a morter, and then the Orte · powder 
melted in Furnaces, and afterwards 
refined fram the droſſe, before any ne- 
waht 2 ceſſary 


ceſſary thing can be made of it. 
And this may ſuffice to be ſpoken 
concerning ſeveral Minerals and Me- 
tals, and how wonderfully they may be 
wrought and changed, within, and un- 
der the earth, and do help to the pro- 
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duRion of great Earthquakes, 
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Concerning Air, and Wind, that is in- 

claoſed in the Earth , and how it doth 

. occaſion. great and terrible Earth- 
quakes. lacy | 


T T is an univerſal Axiome, and Phy- 
1 fical rule; on datur wacuum in re- 
rum natura; that is, there is nothing 
found empty in Nature; whence it 
follows that all things over or under 
the earth, muſt of neceſſity be full, or 
filled with ſomething, eſpecially with 
one or more of the four Elements; 
which be, Fire, Air, Earth, and Wa- 
ter; and where none of the viſible Ele- 
D 4 mendÞs 
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— are, there the Airispreſon) be- 
log u thin, ſubrile; and inviſible body, 
that fils up all places and things every 
where, which ſeem to our eies to be 
empty; the which we may eaſily try 
and experiment by putting a hollow 
Reed, Straw, or Feather; into Wine, 
Beer, Water, or other liquid ſtuff; 

yea, though it were Sand, or look 
Earth; and afterwards ſtrongly ſuck- 
ing. out, and eren to us the. Air that 
it in the hollow reed or ſtraꝶ we do 
preſently ſee, that before the feed, or 
ſtraw will be empty, the heavy ſtuff 
that is below, will come up into and fill 
the hollow placgin ir, untib it can reco- 
verãts loſt aid agaim ; che ſame may be 
percrivrd when one drinks Tobacco: 
for when the Ait is ſuckt ont of the 
pipe into the mouth, then before. the 
hollow of —_ will be empty, She 
ſmoak is forced as ĩt were by te pow 

erof nature, to forſake the fire — is 
in the robatcofto fill up the hojlowne(s 
of the pipe, leaſt ic ſhould/be * 
* ow 
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No the earth within, is not gene- 
rally cloſe and tight, but cleft and 
parted one piece from another in mauy 
places. And there are alſo many Rocks, 
and great ſtones below in it, that have 
their Clefts, Cracks, and .Cranies, 
which are wide and large, and as it 
wete hollow and empty; beſides, the 
earth in many places is ſunk down 
from the Corners, Angles, and un- 
eveneſs of thoſe Rocks, and Stones, 
which many great, hollow, and as 


it were; Empty places within the earth. 


And beſides this, the earth is on all 
ſides environed with water, and is with 
ſeveral Seas, and running ſtreams, both 
ſalt and freſh, enterlac't, and filled, as 
the body is with veins: ang is alſo with 
great and long Rains often wet and 
moiſtned, by which means (Ie is ſaalæt 
thorongh with water: and che ſame 
Water in time gets into thoſe hollow 
places below inthe. earth * but being 
hindred in its courſe to ſuch. places, 
doth again ſpring up in certain places 
Hs -

of the earth, as may by ſeveral Springs 
be perceived and obſerved; And be- 
ſides all this, there muſt needs be a 
wonderful great water in the inner- 
moſt parts of the earth; which Moſes, 
that man of God, the writer of the cre- 
ation of the worlds foundation, calls 
the fountains of the great deep, Gen. 
22 II, Ver. and 8. chap. ND 
which ſprings up in many places fo a- 
— — and 2 Old: that it 
makes great and rapid ſtreams above 
the earth. Now where ſuch great wa: 
ters under the earth, cannot break for- 
ward, and force themſelves chorough 
to thoſe hollow places in the earch: 
there the Air being a more thin and 
ſubtile body than the water, forcerh 
ic ſelfe through, and fils them. For as 
the moiſture, humours, and ſpirits do 
often force themſelves through the 
Pores of a mans warm body, or a horſe 
that ſweats,; through':: whoſe thick 
hide, the humours and moiſture fo 
pierces, that the Hotſe ſeems to ſmoak 

| again 
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again with reek. In like manner the 
Air goes about to and fro below in the 
earth, ſeeking to fill choſe hollow and 
empty renting to the appoint- 
ment of nature, which ſuffers nothing 
to be empty, as is before men- 
tioned. 1 
Now when ſuch hollow places are 
filled with ſubterraneous water, or 
with other ſtuff, then is the incloſed 
ir, expelled, and forced thence: com- 
ing up out of thoſe holes, and appear - 
ng above che earth, as a ti fogg, 
iſt, or ſmoak: which in Latine is 
alled halitus, exhalationes, evaporati- 
es: but we here in Norma, call it 
a miſt, whereof ſome are thick- 
then others, and of different colours, 
according as the ſaid Air ſoarifing and 
-xpelled, hath contracted its thickneſs: 
nd colour from that moiſture. below 
n the earth, with which it was mixed 
nd incloſet. eb 
And then if the earth be fo cloſe, 
Tight, and ſolid, that the Air — 
BEE: 0 
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ud get pailage to depart away, 
it breales out by force; — 
this conflict and breach betwixt the 
ſubterraneous Air and Water happens: 
then the earth (as the ſeat of this warr) 
muſt: certainly quake, tremble, ſhake, 
and be moved; and this is called Terre 
motus, t hat is an Earthquake: whereof 
the fallowing chaptet more plainly and 
particularly diſcourſeth, £ 

And that there is no little Air, or 
Wind in the hollow pleces of the 
earth, M may apparently perceive, 
when it Breaks forth in Earthquakes: 
for then we ſee that it can caſt great 
ſtones up into the Air, and lift up the 
earth: yea great Mountains, and make 
ſuch à terrible quaking of the earth, 
that mighty Citys and -Towns,Caſttes 
Forcreſles:- high Towers, and Walls, 
great Churches and Buildings, have 
been thereby utterly overthrown, ſunk 
and loſt; as it is Recorded concerning 
the great and mighty City of Amutioc 
in Aſia: whichin the year of n 
164 : 52 0 
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528. was wholly deſtroyed by an Harth- | 
quake, and there was 487 perſons 
ge killed by the fall of its Towers, Spires, 

Walls, and Buildings. 
Likewiſe in the year of Chriſt 1509. 
the 14th of September, the City of 
Conſtantinople was very much defaced 
and ſpoiled by a dreadtul Earthquake, 
which continued 18 days: for it over- 
threw that long, thick, and ſtrong 
wall, which ſtood along by the water- 
fide, and all the houſes that ſtood neer 
it, to the ground, and fill'd up the 
Motes and Ditches withqut the walls, 
with Rubbifh, Stones, and Chaulk, 
that one might have gone dry-ſhod o- 

ver them; The ſame Earthquake (hook 
down that part of the Grand-Signiqrs 
Pallace where the Treaſury was: and 
five great and ſtrong Towers quite and 
clean; and beſides all the miſchief that 
it did by Sea and Land, which could. 
nat ye repaired for many Tun of Gold: 

ic ki 7 — deſtroyed 13000 perſons. 
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1 The Phyſical deſcription Chap. 5, 
Likewiſe in the year 15r7; the 
16th of Fune. There hapned a terrible 
Earthquake at Norlingen, 40 miles 
from Nurembarg in High- Germany, 
which'overchrew St. Emeranias Church 

to the ground:and 2000 houſes be ſides 
within and without the City, for about 
the ſpace of eight miles :and the ſame 
Earthquake did alſo overthrow many 
great trees both in Orchards and 
Woods. Manſter lib. 3. dt Suevia.

Here are certain Divines , 
1 which will by no means grant, 
that Earthquakes ſhould proceed from 
natural cauſes : but only from the par- 
ticular power, appointment, and diſ- 
penſation of God, according d the 
* Teſtimony 
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Teſtimony of Fob, chap. 9. ver. 5, 6; 
He removeth Mountains, and they know 
not, He fſhaketh the earth out of her place, 
and the pillars thereof ds tremble. Theſe 
Ido in equity allow, the- retention of 
their received opinions. | 
But other Divines do acknowledge 
that Earthquakes have alſo their na- 
tural- cauſes, by which God Almighry 
doth occaſion their production; and to 
ſpeak Phyſically to this: Naturaliſts do 
deſcribe it thus. -, 
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ſtirring, ſhaking, or quaking of the eart 
occaſioned by the ſabterr aneons, ſalt-peter- © 
iſh moiſture and damps incloſed together, 
with the Air, or wiud, in the hollow pla- 
ces of the earth. 
Now when ſuch damps and moift- 
ures grow ſo great, ſtrong, and thick, 
by length of time, that they cannot 
continue with the ſubterraneous Air a- 
ny longer in one hole together: then 
they do forcibly expell the ſubterrane- 
ous Air from thence: which by na- 
Hine ture 
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looſe, the incloſed Air and Wind gets 
out thorough thoſe Pores or ſweating 
holes, and is ſeen above the earth like 
a ſmoaky Fogg or Miſt, as is touched 
before in the laſt preceding chapter. 
But if the earth bg ſo hard, cloſe, and 
tight, that the incloſed Damps and 
Air, cannot by its thinneſſe and ſub- 
tilty penetrate, exhale, and force it 
ſelfe thorough the pares and ſweating 
holes of the earth: then it breaks tho- 
rough the earth violently by its natu- 
ral forte and ſtrength: and thereby 
cauſes the eatth to ſhake, and quake, 
until it can ſplit and burſt aſſunder in 
ſome certain place; to give them 

hence: it is, that ſuch Earth- 
quakes do ſeldom happen in thoſe

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N - giveth wen to ſalid, and

violence of which ſtorm or whirlwind, 
continued about a quarter of an hour. 
2. And Earthquakes do uſe to cauſe 
drought, and burning heat in the air, 
which we alſo were aware of certain

3. The Peſtilence alſo, andother poy-

Hiſtorical Relations, what by experience, 
hah commonly been obſerved to fol- 
low after ſuch great and remarkable 
Earthquakes. 


Hat which is Recorded concern- 
ing Comets, viz. Thar they are 
never ſeen in the Air or Heavens, with · 
out ſignifying ſome great and rematka- 
ble judgements and alterations enſuing; 
we may well and truly both ſay and 
write, concerning ſuch remarkable and 
great Earthquakes, that they do ſigni- 
fie extraordinary great mutations: for 
Hiſtories do ſhow cleerly, even from 
the beginning of the world; that when 
any ſuch great and remarkable Earth- 
quake hath hapned in Nature, there 
bath followed great and notable acci- 
dents, and changes upon the earth in 
ſeveral Countreys and Kingdoms. 
Concerning choſe Earthquakes which 
E 4 are 
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are Recorded to have hapnedbefore the 
birth of Chriſt, I: will not ſpeak at this 
time, but only commemorate certain 
of the moſt + notable that have. hap: 


ned ſince, and what enſued afterwards 
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in divers places. : +. 
In the year of Chriſt 62: There was 


a terrible Earthquake in Rome? and the 
year following, that cruel Tyrant Em- 
perour: Nero, cauſed the City of Rome 
to, be ſet on fire, of purpoſe to have 
burnt it quite down, thereby to de- 
light himſelfe with ſeeing after what 


manner the lamentable deſtruction of 
the ancient and famous Citie of 7705 
was; And when the fire of the City 
burnt with greateſt violence: he went 
up to the higheſt Tower, or Terret of 
his Pallace, and cauſed the deſtructi- 
on of Troy to be plaid upon ſeyeral Mu 
ſical inſtruments, and ſung before him; 
that fire continued ſix days and ſeven 

In the year of Chriſt, 80. there was 
2 gtęat Earthquake in Cypris, upon 
TE | which 
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Chap.6. concerning Eaithpugkes: 51 
which followed a great Plague, which 
alſo reacht to Rome, and there increaſ- 
ed mightily. Thereupon enſued a great 
and deſtructive warr againſt the e- 
mans: for Diure paneus the King of the 
Coths, advanced with the power of 
Gothland over the River Danubius, and 
held a bloody battle with Opius Sabi⸗ 
nus, General of the Romans, giving 
him and his Army a total defeat, and 
killing all, ſo that there ſcarcely eſca- 
ped à man that could carry the Romans 
any certain intelligence concerning 
it. ieee uin 
In the year of Chriſt 104. there hap- 
ned a terrible Earthquake in Syria, for 
certain days together, whereby many 
ſtately buildings were demoliſhed, and 
many people were kill d and deſtroy'dz 
and it followed thereupon, that the 
Emperour Traj anus fell into Armenia 
with a great power, and vanquifh'd it; 
marched afterwards into Arbella, and 
ſubdued the Parthians, and advanced 
forward in ſach a manner, as if he had 
purpo- 


5t ' Wiforied kelaimrt Chap. 6. 
ſed ro have conquer'd the whole 
World: having great fortune and ſuc- 
ceſs at the firſt; but afterwards the 
Few rebelled againſt the Romiſh pow- 
er, and would by no means be any lon- 
gerſubje& ro them: wherefore under 
the conduct of Artemone their Leader, 
killed and deſtroyed in Cyprus 240000 
men, and ſlew all the Romans that they 
could find or ſurprize every where. 
And after this the Emperour Trajanss 
raiſed a great and puiſſant Army, under 
the command of Marcus Turbonus, and 
Lucins Quietus : and (ent them into 
Fewry, and the Countreys thereabouts, 
which took and deftroy'd all that came 
before them: and did conquer and ſub- 
due Hiberos, Sarmatia, Agarenes, A- 
rabia, Boſphorum, Colchos, and alſo Sa. 
leaciam, Ctefiphomt, and Babylon. Dion 
Anmianss lib, 14. 

And after the aforeſaid Earchquake, 
the chird general perſecution began a- 
gainſt the Chriſtians, under the Em- 
perour Traj ana; ſome writers do — 
55 ate 


Chap. 6. concerning Barthyuidkes, 53 
late, that it was as impoſſible to num 
ber the ſand in the Sea, as to com. 
pute the number of thoſe that 
were moſt miſerably. Burcher'd: and 
Martyr'd in this perſecution, for the 
confeſſion of the faith of Chriſt, 

In the year 111. when that wicked 
Empetour lay in his Winter quarters 
at "Antioch: there hapned a terrible 
Earthquake again: ſq char the Empe- 
rour Trajanur, Cauſed himſelfe to be 
carried out at a window, and remained 
under the open Heavens, till the Earch- 
quake was paſt, not daring to truſt him- 
ſelte in any houſe, or under any roof, 
for a long time after; and thereafter 
followed ſuch a lamentable drought, 
exceeding hot Air, miſ-growth ot the 
Fruits of the earth, Famine, and poy- 
ſonous Peſtilence, and a loathſom 
Stink from the earth: as if all the Ele- 
ments had conſpired and plotted toge- 
cher, to revenge the blood of choſe 
multitudes of innocent Chriſtians, ſo 


lamentably butcher'd and deſtroy d by 
e chat inhumane Emperour, In 


In the year 151. there was much 
harm done in many places of Italy by 
Earthquakes, and thereupon enſued a 
fearful Plague, which encreaſed ſo 
mightily there, that it leſt many 
Towns wholly deſolate; and terrible 
inundations of Water did alſo ſpoy le 
many fair Cities; and a multitude of 
Graſhoppers devoured all the fruits of 
the earth, almoſt all over 78aly; 
Inthe year 240. therehapned ano- 
ther terrible Earthquake in Italywhere- 
by many Cities, and much people did 
periſſi by the opening of the earth; 
whereupon there was appointed, (ex li- 
bris Sybillinis,)that general burnt offer 
ings ſhould be made to the Gods: not 
only in Rome, but all over the Remiſh 
Empire; And thereafter followed that 
very great & deſtructive warr, between 
the Perſians and the Romans on the one 
hand, and the Goths and Romans on the 
other hand: to the great weakning and 
ſpoyling of the Rowifh Empire. 

In the year 256. there ſunk down 
8 | many 
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fait buildings, le and all's 
ee ally in — — there 
followed terrible diſtempers all over 
che : Rownſh Empire, that all the Pro- 
vinces of it were full of warrs and up- 


roars: and there was ſuch a mighty 


Plague at Rome, and in Achaia, that 
there dyed at Rome in one day 5000 
people, all of the plague. 
And the year after, did atiſe the 
Sect of the Samoſareniaus, by Paul Sa- 
moſatenus a Biſhop of Antioch, which 
did much prevail, and cauſed very great 
diſturbance in the Church of Gd 
Inſthe year, 345. there hapned a 
deſtructive Earthquake, in, and about 
Avtiochr whereby many Towns. were 
ſpoiled and deſtroyed, and it eontinued 


almoſt a whole year: ſometimes icea>

followed again great diſttactions and di: 
ſturbances both in Church and State 
For the Emperour Cos ſtantem cauſed 
two general. Synods of Divines to be 
Aſſembled , one in Amen in Italy, 
in which the Catholick Chriſtian faieh 
was confeſſed and maintained by mote 
then 40o-Fathers ob the Church, and 
the other at Salencia in Iſauria: wheres 
in the Arian Here ſie, was by a hundred 
and fitcy Biſhops approved, PR

the Sea broke chrough in divers places, 
doing much harm; At Conſtaim inople 
it Hailed ſuch great ſtones, that they 
deſtroyed many People,, and much 
Cattle; Nicee was wholly-demolliſh- 
ed tothe very giaund: the R] Em- 
— fill'd with warrs and uproats 

dall places. The High Dach rob d 
and plunder'd in France: Sarmate, that 
is the Polanders and Maſaovite on the 
one fide, and Quai, that is che Sile« 
fans: on the other ſide, invaded Hun- 
gary. The Sauens on the dhe ſide, and 
the Scots on the other ſide, fell u 
Eng land: the Goths did wwhac they 
liked: in Pauens, and ovdicame Scy- 
tlaa, and Thracia; the Perſians — 
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dued and took Armenia: fo that the 
Romiſh Empire was lamentably im- 
broyled: and it proved Earthquake 
ſufficient to the Inhabitants of choſe 
Countreys and Kingdoms, 

In the year of Chriſt 400. There 
hapned à very great and dangerons 
Earthquake in High Germany; and the 
Heavens lookt like a burning flame for 
divers days together. Thereupon it 
followed, that King Snie of Denmark, 
waged a deſtructive warr againſt King 
Biorn of Sweden, in which warr he loſt 
his own life; and the Lombardi, toge- 
ther with a great reſort of ſeveral at 
Nations, marched out of the Countrey 
of the Vandals 300000 ſtrong, over 
the Rhine into France, and plunder'd 
it quite through; from thence they ad- 
vanced into Spain, where they did the 
like, and continued there a long time. 
The Hannes alſo at that time, made an 
unſpeakable warr upon the Romans loſt 
in one battle 125000 men, but flew 
z 100% of the Romans; ſhortly after 

this 


— 
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this, they had another battle again, 
wherein the Hannes loſt ooo men. 

In the year 406, there hapned ſeve- 
ral Earthquakes in High Datcbland : 
eſpecially by the River Rhine. There- 
upon King Rorick of Denmark fell in- 
to High Dutchland the year following: 
vanquiſhed, ſubdued, and poſſeſt him- 
ſelte of the Countrey round about; 
went over the River Rhine, and de. 
ſtroyed Mentæ, Worms, Spire, and Trier: 
ruin d and deſtroyed all the adjacent 
Towns: ſo that the Inhabitants, yea, e- 
ven nature it {elf ſeemed to be amazed, 
and to tremble at his approach. For, 
(which is ſtrange ) when he came be- 
fore the City of Merzs, (that is Mets: 
and laid ſiege unto it; a great part of 
the City walls fell down to the ground 
by an Earthquake: (6 that without 2- 
ny reſiſtance, or ſtriking a ſtroak, he 

took the City. 
In the year 412. there hapned many 


Earthquakes both in Aſia and Europe. 


Whereupon enſued a great plague of 
| | peſtilence 


fortune and ſucceſs. 
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peſtilence in I ET and al- 
ſoa moſt tetrible famine and ſcarcity, 
by means of the great miſ-growth e 

the fruits of the earth. Alſo fearfu 
Tempeſts, Storms, and Hail, that ma- 
ny Hailſtones weigh'd eight pound; 4s 
laricus,the King of the Weſt Goths, fell 
into ah, and almoſt utterly deſtroy- 
ed the City of Rome, pur poſed to hay 
deſtroyed Italy, and called Rome by 
the name of Gothia. And alter theſe 
Earthquakes, did alſo ariſe the Pelagi- 
an hereſie, by Pelagius, an Engliſh He- 
retick: againſt which was holden an 
aniverſal Synod at Carthage, conſiſt- 
ing of 270 Biſhops: amongſt which 
eſpecially was St. Ferom, and St. Au- 
guſtine; alſo Atilla the King of the 
Hunnes, began to tyrannize cruelly in 
Earope , having great and wonderful

In the year 488. there hapned great 


and terrible Earthquakes in the Romiſb 
Empire, for a moneths time together: 
whereby many Mountains, Caſtles, and 


F z Cities 
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And it enſued thereupon, that Odoacer 
of Sexony, by open Hoſtility invaded 
Italy, and was defeated three times by 
King Diderick of Bern: ſo that he was 
forced to flye for refuge to Raven” 
nam, and was beſieged there by che 
Goths three years together. 

In the year 544. there hapned ſas is 
Recorded) ſeveral terrible Earth- 
quakes, almoſt all over Europe: but e- 
ſpecially at Rome, and in Italy. Where- 
upon it followed, that Totillas the 
King of the Ba. Goths, beſieged Rome 
ſo ſtraightly, that che Inhabitants were 
forced to eat Dogs and Cats for hun- 
pe Afterwards he took the City, 

roke down the Walls, For treſſes, and 
places of ſtrengtb, plundered, and de- 
ſtroyed all that came before him, ſpa- 
ring none, and ſet the City on fie: 
ſo that for the ſpace of forty days, no 
body could be there for fire and ſmoak. 
Thus was Rowe utterly deſtroyed by 
the 


Cities , were deſtroyed and — 
thrown, and many people periſhed,” 


. 
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the Goths, according to the prediction 
of Scipio of Carthage, who had prophe- 
fied it with tears 700 years before, 
when the Romans burnt and deſtroyed 
Carthage. | 

Two years after, the ſame King 
Totillus, beſieged the City of Placentia, 
ſolong, and hard, that the Inhabitants 
were fain to eat one another, and at laſt 
were forc't to ſurrender up the City to 
him. | 
Ia the year 591. there was ſuch a 
dreadful Earthquake in Antioch, that 
more then 60009 perſons periſhed 
thereby; and thereupon followed an 
extraordinary hot, aud dry Summer; 
after which, enſued a moſt fearful fa- 
mine and a plague: and the Lombard: 
with much blood-ſhed did reform the 
old Lombardi groſs Barbariſm to the 
Chriſtian faith. . 

In the year $32. there was 2 terri: 
ble Earhqu ike in Italj, whereby cer» 
tain Citys and Hills were quite ſwal- 
lowed up; Thereupon aroſe a deſtruct- 

: 1 ve 
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ive warr, between the Emperour L 
dovicus Pigs, and his three Sonns, who 
fought by open warr, raiſed againſt 
their Father, ro deprive him of his Go- 
yernment ; theſe three ſonns made a 
League with Gregory the 4th, Pope of 
Rowe, who threatned to depoſe the 
Emperour Lodowick. But the German 
Biſhops ſtuck cloſe to the Emperour, 
and ſaid that if the Pope came thither 
to excommunicate, he ſhonld depart 
thence excommunicated, The year fol- 
lowing,namely,834. The Emperour Lo. 
dowick advanced with a great Army in- 
to Alſatz,to reduce his ſeditious and re- 
bellious ſonns to obedience and ſubmiſ- 
ſion, but was ſurprized in the battle of 
Lugeuſfeld by Baſel, and Lotharins, 
whom Lodowick folly impowred to 
mannage the Government, toge- 
ther with himſelfe, carried his Father 
priſoner a long time about with him, 
25 2 ſpectacle of wonder. At this the 
Princes of Germany were highly diſ- 

| pleaſed, and defired his Sons, Lodomict

In the year 868. there was à great 
Comet ſeen in the Air: after which 
followed many Earthquakes, and at-

Lodowick , which of them ſhould ger 

and enjoy the Empire alone. The 

Danes (ail'd over and invaded Scat land, 

and there with ſword, fire, and plun- 

dering put all things into confuſion : 
went afterwards into Exgland, and 
took Edmund the King of England 
priſoner in a Church, drag'd him out, 
and hang d him up on a tree, and ſhot 
his body full of Arrows, the 20th day 
of November in the year 870. as Ma- 
thew Weitmonſter writes. And King 
| F 4 Harald 
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Harrald Haarfager waged à furious 
warr in Norway, for the ſpace of ten 
years; ſubdued, and expelled all the 
petty Kings, and turned the Govern- 
ment into a Monarchy, in the year 878, 
In the year 882. the 29th of Decem- 
ber, there hapned a fearful- Earthquake 
in Germany: whereby many fair hou- 
ſes and buildings in Worms were de- 
ſtroyed. Thereupon it followed, that 
the Normen and Daves under the con- 
duct of Godfrid their King, marched 
to the River Rhine, rob'd and plun- 
der'd all whereſoever they came, de- 
moliſnt and deſtroyed to the very 
ground, Camerich, Tornai, Arras, T ar- 
ren, and Gen? :burnt up Lowen, Utrecht, 
Lurich; News, Coln, Achen, and Gulich. 
Whereupon the Emperour Carolus 
Craſſus was ſent for cut. of Italy, by 
the French and German Princes, to 
defend his 'own Countrey againſt the 
' tyranny of the Normen; but he could 
not prevail by force of Arms, and 
therefore concluded 3 peace with 
| them, 
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them, and delivered into their poſſeſ- 
fion the Province of Newſ#ia in 
France, to be their own free in · 
heritance : which is- called by them 
now at this day, Normandia, or Nor- 
mandy. | 

In the year 983. there was a moſt 
terrible Earthquake in 7taly, where- 
by Bene uentura and Capua were de- 
ſtroyed, Thereupon followed an extra- 
ordinary drie Summer, and burning 
drought, which occaſioned a great 
ſcarcity, and a fearful plague. 
ln the year 990. there hapned ter- 
rible Earthquakes in many places: and 
thereupon enſued fearful, and incredi- 
ble inundations of water all over Ea. 
rope; upon which followed an etraor- 
dinaty hot and dry Summer, that burnt 
up the fruits of the earth: which occa- 
ſioned a great ſcarcity and famine eve- 
ry where, In Saxony, there rained F.ſh 
out of the Air; and in Albania, there 
ained Corn from Heaven, but unfit 
for the uſe of man. The Sunn was 

| wholly 
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wholly Eclipſed, and a great piece of 
fire tell down out of the Air, and burne 
upon the earth; after which, followed 
a moſt terrible plague : ſo that the li- 
ving which bare the dead (to their 
graves) fell down dead themſelves, and 
were buried together; and there came 
much fire from the River of Rhve al -· 
ſo, by which many of the adjacent 
Towns and Villages were wholly 
burnt up, | 

In the year 1085. there bapned a 
fearful Earthquake in England + where- 

by many — were overthrown, and 
much harm done; and it followed there- 
upon, that King William of England, 
cauſcd all his Subjects annual Profits, 
Eſtat&, and Incomes, of every kind, 
both of -Corn-Jand, Medows, Woods, 
Paſtures, Cattle, and Sheep, and eve- 
ry thing they had to live upon, to be 
Regiſtred - and accordingly. required 
great contribution of the Countrey: 
which cauſed dangerous civil tumults, 
uproars, and diſcontents in the * 
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and there followed alſo a very unfruit- 
full year. HD 92 

In the. year 1085. there hapned a 
terrible Earthquake in Lorain; where» 
upon there followed a fierce plague, 
and ſuddain death of people. And the 
ſame year, there was unſpeakable harm 
done in the Netherlands, by great and 
unuſual inundations of water, both te 
people and Cattle, = 

In the year 1126, there was ano- 
ther terrible Earthquake in Italy which 
laſted 40 days. Thereupon followed a 
lamentable miſ-growth of the fruits of 
the earth, and a moſt miſerable famine, 
as alſo a deſtructive and bloody warr 
between the Emperour Lot harius, and 
the German Princes: and between 
the Bohemians, and Conrad, Duke of 
Frankenland. | 
In the year 1135. there were ſeve - 
ral terrible Earthquakes heard of, both 
in England and in Germany ; whereby 
many houſes were chrown down ; the 


firealſo burnt feartu]ly out of the _ 
| of 


- 
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for certain days together, and could 
not be quenched by water, nor by any 
other kind of thing. And beſides thar, 
there was very great miſchief done in 
many places of Germany by other fire: 
* Mentz and its Cathedral was burnt : in 
the Cities of Spire, and Straſborg, many 
Churches and Cloyſters were laid in 
Afhes : Asſburg was almoſt quite burnt 
up, and a third patt of Goſlar, Hall in 
Saxony, flew up into the air in a ſmoak: 
and the next year following, there was 
ſuch an extream hot, and dry Summer, 
that the waters in great Rivers, Chan- 
nels, and ſtreams, contrary to Nature, 
did ſo diminiſh, that mea might have 
gone dry-ſhod over, where great Ships 
uſed to ſail; the Wells and Springs al- 
ſo became dried up in many places, that 
many men fainted and dyed of thirſt, as 
well as Cattle: yea many Buildings and 
countrey Villages were ſet on fire by 
the heat of the Sun, and it cauſed a ter- 
rible famine in Furope. 

Ia the year 1155. there fell many 

| houſes 
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houſes down in Burgwndy, | | 
and thereafter followed a Note, chat this 
great diflention between _ ee 
the Emperour Frederick quake. 
Babaroſa, and the Pope of 
Rome: which continued many years with 
mucti efuſion of blood: until the 
Emperour was openly excommunica- 
ted out of the Romiſh Church, and ſuf- 
fer d himſelfe to be publikely abſolved 
in St. Marks Charch in Venice; where 
Pope Alexander was not therewith con- 
rented, that the Emperour went bare- 
leg'd co the Church, and there kneel- 
ed on his bare.knees, with Prayer and 
Faſting , for his offence committed a- 
gainſt him: bur the Pope alſo ſhame- 
leſly trode upon his neck with his. 
feer. | 

In ͤ the year 1194, there was 2 great 
Exrthquake in Denmark, and it foilow- 
ed thereupon, chat che Yandals fell 
from the Daniſh Crown, forſook their 
Chriſtian faich, and returned to the 
former idolatrous worſhip againzwhere- 

upon 
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upon King Knate of Denmark raiſed all 
the power of his Countrey, cauſed 
the Schleſwickers to prepare 130 Ships, 
the Reepers 120, the Wendſaſſellers 50, 
the Fyeners 100, the Sealanders 120, 
the men of Stone 150, in all 670 ſhips: 
and therewith fell upon Kxste, King of 
the Yandals: who deſtroyed and kill'd 
all that came before them, and carried 
away much plunder of Goods and 
Cattle out of the Countrey. 

In the year 2300, there hapned a 
_ fearful Earthquake almoſt all over E- 
| rope; thereupon followed an unuſual 
dry Summer, with extraordinary heat: 
ſo that in Denmark, and the (mall 
Iſlands, men ſcarcely knew where to 
find any freth water in any place. 

And in Italy there aroſe ſuch x 
fearful civil warr and diſſention be- 
tween two Princely Families, called 
the Guelphs, and Gibilines, that it had 
neer ruin'd whole Trady. 

It will be needleſs to write any thing 
more out of Hiſtory, concerning Earth- 

| quakes, 
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quakes, and what remarkable thi 
have always enſued; for from rhoſe 
many that are Recorded, it may ſuf- 
ficiently be ſeen, that Earthquakes 
fignify no great good to Countreys and 
Kingdoms: but God, by his Almigh- 
ty power, Can divert much evil.

I will not now ſpeak concerning 
what the Evangeliſt St. John Records 
in his Book of the Revelations, chap. 
6. 12. 8. 5. 11. 13, 19. and 16. 10, 
Becauſe generally Divings, and the 
faichtul: Teachers of the Chriſtian 
Church do expound thoſe things Al- 
legorically: and do underſtand thereby, 
the great and terrible perſecutions and 
efuſion of blood, which the Church of 
Chriſt hath partly ſuffered, now lyeth 
under, & hereaſter ſhall ſuffer by means 
of divers Heretiques, falſe Teachers, 
and Tyrants which will aſſiſt them, to- 
wards the end ot the world: from 
whom the Lord in mercy preſerve 
theſe Countreys and Kingdoms for 
Jeſus Chriſt his ſake. 
Bur that moſt ſerious propheſie 
| which 
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vwbich Jeſus Chriſt the foundation and 
mouth of Truth, as a true Prophet, 
did propheſie and leave unto his 
Church, concerning ſuch Earthquakes 
as ſhould really happen before his laſt 
*- Glorious appearance, ought by no 
means to be here forgotten or omitted, 
And Chriſt himſelſe hath propheſied 
concerning Earthquakes toward the 
end of che world, after this manner, 
Mat.

From whence it may be concluded, 
that when God Almighty now in-thele 
laſt times of the world, doth: permit 
ſuch great and ſpacious Earthquakes, 
ſo many miles in length to happen; 
men 
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men ought nor lightly and cateleſſy to 
ſlight them, and think no more'of - 
them: but to regard and receive them, 
as ſignifying partly, ſome certain new, 
and unuſual accident impending, or 
approaching. And partly as the infal- 
lible prodemos, or forerunners of the 
laſt day: yea, 4nd the creatures earneſt 
expect ation that waiteth for the glorious 
manifeſtation of the ſons of God; Por- 
asmuch - as the creature is made ſubjed# 
to vanity againſt its will. And the erta - 
tare groanet h, and trauaileth in pain to- 
gether with our ſelves. to be delivered 
from the bondage of corruption, as Paul 
ceacheth, Rom 8.19, 20, &c. 3 
Now therefore mark attentively, 
and conſider well with thy ſelfe, O 
thou intelligent Reader: char if the 
ſenceleſſe and dead creatures, ſuch as 


Eanth, Rocks, Seas, Iſlands, and the 


like ; that have neither mouth not 
tongue, brain, nor Heart, can ſo quake 
and tremble: yea, as it were, 
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and condole themſelves, when their 
Lord and Creator is angry, or intend · 
eth to viſit Countreys and Kingdoms, 
with any uncouth or ſtrange thing; how 
much more ought the hearts of men 
whilſt they live, and in time too: to be 
amazed, and to tremble and quake for 
fear of the wrath of God, and his im- 
ent judgements, 
And if ſobe they will not do it now 

in the time of Grace; then may we 
juſtly ery out, and complain upon them, 
with that Holy and reverend Father 
ot the Church Saint Ambroſe; © honei- 
num peitora Saxis duriora, Oh thou 
heart of man, that art harder, and more 
inſenſible than the Rocks and Stones: 
for they can quake, bur the heart of 
man not; yea then we may well com- 
plain with the Prophet Feremy, chap. 
553. Thos haſt ſtricken them, but they 
have not grieved, then haft con ſomei 
them, but they have' refuſed to retei ve 
gurroction: they have made their faces 
5; harder 
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harder then a Rock, they baue refuſed 20 
return. And alſo with the Prophet 
Zachary in chap. 7. 12. Tea, they laue 
made their hearts as and Adamant flone, 
therefore cams a great wrath from the 
Tord of Hoſts. 

O man, man ! conſider now - well 
with thy ſelfe in time, that if thou 
- canſt not now be moved to tremble 
and quake for that God, that can ſo 
move the earth, and cauſe her to trem- 
ble and quake: then thou maiſt juſtly 
fear, that when the Lord Almighty 
will ſo move the earth, that the Hea- 


vens ſhall paſs away with a great noiſe; 
and the Elements ſball melt with fervent 
beat, the earth alſs, and the works that 
are therein ſhall be burnt up, 2 Pet. 3.10. 
that it will be then too late for thee to 


cerrour, 
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terrout thinkeſt thou, will at that time 
_ fall upon all ungodly and incortigible
